A National Government 


Mr. de Valera has denied that the 
Government proposes to hold a 
“snap ” election this year. If we 
read him aright, he intends that it 
shall run its full course—and longer, 
if the Opposition parties agree. 
Unless they agree, however, a general 
election must be held next year. For 
our own part, we trust that inter- 
party consent will be reached. but 
that it will extend substantially 
further than a mere understanding 
to avoid the hazards of an appeal to 
the people. Such an appeal, in the 
present conditions of world turmoil 
and domestic disorganisation, would 
entail grave risk to the national 
interest, while it would offer little 


hope of a change for the better in, 


the conduct of public business. It is 
hard to conceive such an upheaval 
of public sentiment as would enable 
Fine Gael—or, indeed, any possible 
combination of Opposition parties— 
to secure a sufficient majority for a 
new Cabinet. To say so does not 
imply any change of our own views 
concerning the many and serious 
errors of judgment for which Mr. de 
Valera and his colleagues must be 
held responsible—or any change of 
our belief that some occupants of the 
front Opposition bench would have 
been a notable improvement upon 
some of the existing Ministers. The 
question, as we see it, is not 
whether a Government under Mr. 
Cosgrave’s leadership would be 
better or worse, on balance, than 
one led by Mr. de Valera, but 
whether there is any domestic issue 
of importance and urgency enough 
to justify a resort to the ex- 
travagances and recriminations of 
the election platform. In regard 
to major policy, there is no dis: 
cernible difference between the 
parties.. Both Opposition parties 
are conscious—like the country at 
large—that the Government has 
handled certain affairs badly; but 
can they be certain that, inheriting 
the legacy of Fianna Fail, they 
could improve the country’s con- 
ditions? 

What possible alternative is there 
to a throw of the party dice? Will 
the Opposition cénsent to the re- 
tention of the present Government 
in office? Would it, for that matter, 
be right to do so? The people do 
not want a general election; but it 
would be foolish to pretend that they 
are wholly satisfied with Mr. de 
Valera’s Government: They would 
be glad to see considerable changes 
in the personnel of the Cabinet 
Why should they not see them? By 
means of a simple and bold stroke 
the Cabinet can be made to reflect 
the general sense and will of the 
Dail. This is not the first occasion 
on which we have urged the con- 
stitution of a National Government 
as the only means whereby party 
interests can be subordinated — to

In the meantime, 
there must be an even more drastic 
system of petrol rationing. During lim 
the month of June, according to Mr. 
Lemass, the Department issued 
45,000 gallons of petrol in excess of 
the month’s quota, and that 
mortgage, as it weré, now must be 
tredéemed. He held out no hope of 
additional supplies for doctors, and 
foreshadowed. an official ban on the 
use of taxi-cabs for visits to sporting 
meetings. In our opinion this re- 
form ought to have heen instituted 
long ago. 

For the rest, the people of Ireland | 
must look forward to a series of lean 
months, if not of lean years ; indeed, 
the Minister’s speech might be 
described as a regular litany of lean- 
ness. The British will not give us 
more tea; they also control our im- 
ports of cloth, and they are 
formulating’ their policy in accord- 
ance with their own needs, ignoring 
the needs of their neutral neighbours. 
Two years ago the Irish Government 
tried to make a bargain with the 
British whereby this country would 
obtain certain essential imports in 
return for the export of live-stock 
and agricultural produce; but, 
according to Mr. Lemass, the 
prospect of short ommons in Ire- 
land did not perturb the representa- 
tives of His Majesty’s Government 
in the United Kingdom. They would 
not pay sufficiently high prices to 
justify the continued production of 
Irish pigs or butter for export, with 
the result that there now is no 
exportable surplus, and the [rish 
housewife is unable to buy sufficient 
bacon to satisfy domestic needs. 
As Mr. Lemass said, it is easy to 
say that a bargain should be made 
with the British, but the problem 
is to make our’ offers sufficiently 
attractive to the other side. In 
these circumstances all that can 
be done is to take up another 
notch in the national belt. We 
may leave it to Fianna Fail and 
its political opponents to wrangle 
about the merits and demerits of 
the Government's policy of self- 
sufficiency. The bald fact is that, 
so far as most of our essential im- 
ports are concerned, we are wholly 
at the mercy of the British, and 
they have far too many: fish of their 
own to fry to bother about the 
variegated contents of our little 
kettle. |

It is carrying 
a milking herd of fifty T.T. Ayrshire 
cattle, with additional twenty heifer 
calves _ reared. Over four 
hundred are reared each year and 
are tipplte to the hospital as porkers 
averaging 100lb. Swill from the hos- 
pital supplies the greater part of their 
.food. The total area o rs - is 
thirty acres, the remain bais 
arable, witchen garden and ornamenta 
grounds. “The latter are now p 
ing foodstuffs. During the year the 
production of human food in the form 
of meat, poultry, vegetables and fruit 
amounted to tons, together with 
18,210 gallons of milk, 3,700 eggs and 
19,000 lettuce. The average number of 
cows in milk during the period was 28 
Aximal food amounted’ to 158 Se 
The output of the farm goes far to 
meet the needs of the hospital. 


Censure Debate : 


Mr. Churchill’s decision to speak last 
in the two days’ censure debate has 
annoyed his critics. His appearance in 
the House to-day was to make the 
announcement about General Ritchie’s 
removal—incidentally, the briefest war 
statement he had ever made. It was 
received in silence, and no one pressed 
for more information. Actually Mr. 
Churchjll is fully entitled to allow his 
critics to have their say first, as it is 
they who have to make out the case for 
censure.

Sale in Dublin during the last wa: 
has been telling me about the superh 
generosity of those Dublin bidders of 
a quarter of a century ago. 


Thus, though there was no shortage cf 


. potatoes at the time, a gift of a sack 
of potatoes was put up and fetched 
twenty guineas. And the prices bid 
for half-stones of sugar 
similar scale. 

But one of the biggest bids made 
at any Red Cross sale was one cabled 
by that great Dubliner, Hugh Lane. 
from New York for a blank canvas by 
Sargent that came up at 
Lane won it at £10,000. The canvas, 
on which Sargent later executed a por- 
trait of Woodrow Wilson at the re- 
quest of Lane’s legatees, the Board of 
the Irish National Gallery, now hangs 
in Merrion square.

li. COMPANY MEETING. 
CABLE AND WIRELESS 
(HOLDING) 

LORD PENDER'’S STATEMENT 


The thirteenth ordinary on meet- 
ing of Cable and Wireless (Holding), 
Ltd., was held yesterday in London, 
the Right Hon. Lord Pender, Governor 
and Managing Director, presiding. 

The following are extracts from the 
statement of the Governor circulated 
with the report and accounts :-— 

In the first place it is my sad duty 
n- record the great loss sustained by 

wee cays by the death, in February 
ba e Deputy Governor, the 
Right Hon. the Earl of Midleton. 
Apart from a period of ten years, when 
he was compelled to relinquish his 
directorship on taking up Government 
office, he served as a director of 
this or the associated telegraph com- 
anies from 1882 up to his death, thus 
aving been actively associated with 
the direction of. the company’s affairs 
for just on fifty years. By reason of 
po long association; This wide 
erience and sound advice were in- 
uable to his colleagues, by whom 
his passing is sincerely and keenly felt. 

The financial position of the holding 
company is amply disclosed in the 
accounts accompanying ‘aig statement. 
They contain no unusual items calling 
for special comment or explanation, so 
that, so far as finance is concerned, 
I propose to confine my remarks to the 
investment situation generally, In my 
review of the company’s reserve fund 
investments a year ago, I made 
reference to the firm prices ruling for 
high-class stocks and to the rise in British 
funds which had then taken place. 
As a result largely of the Government's 
financial policy and with a little set- 
back on the receipt of unfavourable 
war news, thig rise has been continued 
during the past year, and has affected 
favourably most sections of the list of 
marketable securities, 

The book value of our investments 
at the 3lst December last was 
£16,208,058, and, the market values 
£14,413,180, showing a depreciation of 
‘£1,794,878, or 11 per cent., as against 
a depreciation of 19 per cent. at the 
31st December, 1940. The total invest- 
ments have been increased by a very 
substantial amount as a result of 
further subscriptions to the various 
new Government issues. About 93 per 
cent. of the total market value of the 
investments is represented by securi- 
ties within the British Empire. 
Income from the investments received 
in 1941 amounted to £539,453, com- 
pared with £540,244 received in 1940. 


FUTURE VALUES 


In the face of so many uncertainties 
it is, of course, impossible to express 
any opinion on the future of security 
values, but it would seem that the 
future value of all investments must 
largely depend on the wisdom of those 
| who will be called upon to fashion our 
economy, and that any 
attention that can, without detriment 
to the war effort, be devoted now to 
the study of the problems involved is 
likely to stand us in good stead later 
on. 

Every effort is being made to agree 
the liability of the companies for 
excess profits tax. This has not yet 
been settlea, but satisfactory progress 
is, being made in the negotiations. It 
is estimated that the profits retained 


by subsidiary companies’ will be 
sufficient to meet any liability that 
may arise, having regard to the 
character of the work upon which 
the company and the group, as 
a whole, is concernea. It will be 


appreciated that I am again unable to 
give you the detailed survey of opera- 
tiors which it was always my custom 
to lay before you, but I can say this; 
both of the principal companies, Cable 
and Wireless, Ltd., and Marconi’s 
Wireless Telegraph Company, are con- 
tinuing to do most important work 
}ander the able -chaizmanshi 
Edward Wilshaw, K.C., M.G., and 
Admiral H. W. Grant, C.B., respec- 
tively. 

You will also need no assurance, I 
am convinced, of the vital réle the 
associated companies continue to play 
in the prosecution of the war, and I 
here pay tribute to their loyal and 
zealous staffs, constant in their main- 
tenance cf the best traditions of the 
telegraphi> services, both at home and 
overseas. It is my invariable custom 
never, eiter in good days or bad, even 
to attem t to forecast what the com- 
panies’ fortunes may be ahead. Of 
one thing, however, Í am certain, 
what we shali reap in the days to come 
depends entirely on the direction and 
intensity of our efforts to-day. 

We have one immediate and common 
task before us: to give of our utmost 
in the cause of freedom—to win the 
war.
